(vii! to perform such other functions as are germane to 
the purposes for which the Board is constituted; 

(via! to advise the Central Government on any matter 
that it may refer to the Board, provided the subject 
matter of the reference falls within the prescribed 
functions of the Board; 

(ix! to do all such other things cither alone or in con- 
junction with others or on the dhccUon of the 
Government of India, which the Board may consider 
necessary, advisable or conducive to the preservation 
and conservation of wildlife or for other similar 
purpose for which it is constituted including those 
mentioned herein, 

3. DURATION OF MEMBERS HIP 

(i! Members other than those who are members of 
office or appointment held by them, shall hold office 
for a period of four years. I he Board would be 
reconstituted after every four years, unless other- 
wise ordered. 

(ii! A Member of Parliament, nominated as a member 
of the Board, will continue to be such tdl the Board 
is reconstitute after four years, or otherwise, unless 
he ceases to be such on the dissolution of the Parlia- 
ment, or on his ceasing to be a member. 

(iii! A member shall cease to hold office on the happen- 
ing of any of the following events. If he shall die, 
resign, become of unsound mind, become insolvent 
or be convicted by a court of law of a criminal 
offence involving turpitude. 

(iv! Any vacancy in the membership caused by any of 
the reasons mentioned above shall be filled by the 
appointment or nomination by the authority entitled 
to make such appointment or nomination. All such 
vacancies shall be filled for the remaiaing period 
out of the tenure period for four years. 

4. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD 

The Board shall ordinarily meet once a year and its meet- 
iugs should be held in rotation in each of the four regions 
of the country, as well as at the Centre. 

5. The Board shall appoint an Executive Committee to 
perform specific activities and/or to advise thereon. The 
Board shall also be competent to constitute different wings 
under the Indian Board for Wildlife for deliberation on 
specialised subjects, suph as animals, birds flora, ffiheries, 
zoos, etc. 

6. Travelling allowance and daily allowance will be p^ablc 
to non-official members of the Board as admissible to Grade 
I Officers of the Government of India as and when meetings 
of the Board are held. 

7. Government of India, Ministry of Food and Agricultme 
Resolution No. J. 11023 /2/73-FRY(WL)^ dated 4th Jiffy, 1974 
constituting the Indian Board for Wildlife is hereby repealed.
